“The Angels’ Message and the Angels’ Song” 


R. MORNAY WILLIAMS, a well- 
M known Baptist layman and a member 
of the Board of Managers of the Society, is 
the author of a booklet entitled ‘‘ Light on Liv- 
ing from the Light of Life,’’ published by the 
Baptist World Publishing Company, Louis- 
ville, Ky. Mr. Williams is a New York law- 
yer and a well-known leader of Christian ac- 
tivity in many directions. We present an ex- 
tract appropriate to Christmas, which also 
will give an impression of the high spiritual 
temper and thought which run through the 
booklet and must make it comforting and stim- 
ulating to many readers. The first chapter, 
on ‘‘The Nativity—The Angels’ Message and 
the Angels’ Song,”’ strikes the keynote: 


No reader of the marvelous story of the 
nativity, as contained either in that according 
to St. Matthew or in the gospel according to 
St. Luke, can fail to note the place given to 
the angels; but it needs no study of antique 
learning, much less the fantastic imaginings 
of the schoolman, to perceive that the funda- 
mental truth which gives significance to the 
narrative inheres in the very word “angel.” 
The Hebrew “ Malakh,’’ rendered in the Sep- 
tuagint by the Greek “‘angelos’’—the word 
employed also in the New Testament—has 
for its basic meaning that of the sent—a mes- 
senger. The clear meaning implied in all the 
appearances of angels is that the purpose of 
the visitant is to deliver amessage; he is one 
sent from God to man, to a selected man or 
woman, or to selected men. 

Now the importance of this emphasis is 
manifest when we reflect how natural is the 
tendency to dwell on the strange character of 
the visitor rather than on the message. It is 
the unfamiliar, the spectacular, which arrests 
our attention; like Joshua before Jericho, or 
John in Patmos, we would fain worship the 
heavenly visitant; but that attitude isno more 
desired or desirable than the similar attitude 
of the priest of Jupiter at Lystra toward Paul 
and Barnabas. The messenger, be he man 
or angel, is nothing ; the message is all. 

But in the account in St. Luke’s Gospel of 
the appearance of the angels to the shepherds 
there is a striking and significant distinction 
made between the message given by the first 
angel to the shepherds and the song which 
succeeded it, breaking forth from a multitude 
of the heavenly host. The message to the 
shepherds was distinct and personal, a call to 


certain selected witnesses to see and attest 
the fact of the nativity; as after the resurrec- 
tion others were selected to attest that fact, 
so of the nativity we may adopt the language 
of St. Peter as to the resurrection, and say— 
‘‘God showed him openly, not to all the peo- 
ple, but unto witnesses chosen before of God.” 
Of the content of the message we shall speak 
later; at present the purpose is to distinguish 
it from the song. 

The angel had come, the glory had shone 
upon them, the message had been delivered, 
““And suddenly there was with the angel a 
multitude of the heavenly host praising God 
and saying, ‘Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men.’ ”’ 

Surely it needs no teacher to show us that 
here for an instant the curtain is lifted; we 
catch strains of no earthly music, and gaze 
with dazzled eyes on the manifestation of the 
joy that shall be in heaven in the presence of 
the angels of God over a world redeemed, 
over one sinner that repenteth. ‘‘In excelsis 
gloria’’ is the effect in heaven of the delivery 


of the message of salvation onearth; itisthe — 


antiphonal response of the celestial choir to 
the recitative solo, ‘‘ For unto you is born this 


day in the city of David a Saviour, which is 


Christ the Lord.”’ 

What, then, is the message which had power 
to roll back for an instant the eternal gates, 
and flood the world with a radiance which not 
all the sin and sorrow of twenty centuries 


have had power wholly to obscure? The birth — 


of Jesus—of him in whom resides that trinity — 


of grace, the Saviour, the Christ, the Lord. 
In Bethlehem, once the royal city, now a mean 
village of aremote Roman province, wrapped 
in the swaddling clothes which were all that 
the poverty of a peasant mother could pro- 
vide, and lying in a manger cradle which the 
sufferance of the kindlier beasts of the stall 
afforded when the churlish inn could give no 
room, was the Saviour of men, the Anointed 
of God, the Lord of all worlds; infinite love, 
infinite holiness, infinite power! ~

though it be by a cross, and from his cross > 


he reigns. 

The Christmas message of the angel is the 
missionary message of the church; for the 
missionary is the angel of the church, he is the

Distribution of Bibles and Other Books,.by the 
American Red Cross 


O those of us who have been left be- 

hind, it is a source of satisfaction to 
know that wherever the American soldier or 
sailor goes, whether it be to Europe, South 
America, Alaska or some South Sea Island, 
Bibles and other good books go with him in 
liberal quantities. And when he comes to a 
place of rest, no matter whether it be in camp 
or convalescent hospital, those same books 
await him. The American public, which 
watches over our men by night as well as 
by day, and on sea as upon 
land, has seen to it that 
these men shall not hunger 
mentally any more than 
physically. 

It is hoped that the re- 
sponse to the Christmas 
Roll Call of the American 
Red Cross will enable this 
branch of its activities to 
be carried along with the 
rest of its relief work to its 
legitimate conclusion. That 
the soldier should be able 
to rest and comfort his 
mind with good reading is 
as essential as that his 
physical body should re- 
ceive nourishing food. At 
the present time the Red 
Cross has a chain of rec- 
reation huts operated in 
connection with its hospi- 
tals, and to each of these 
hospitals it sends every 
month three hundred good 
books, four hundred maga- 
zines and twenty-five hundred newspapers. 

When the United States entered the war, 
the Commission on Training Camp Activi- 
ties invited the American Library Associa- 
tion to provide the camps and cantonments 
with library facilities. A number of widely- 
known men and women were appointed by 
the Secretary of War to secure a fund for 
the collection of a library, and as a result 
a million: and a half dollars and two hun- 
dred thousand volumes were subscribed for 
immediate service. With this on hand the 
American Library Association took up the 


task of distribution. At the request of Dr. 
Herbert Putnam, Director of the Associa- 
tion, the American Bible Society donated 
a Bible to each cantonment library. Up to 
the present, forty-one of the large camps 
have been equipped, each library containing 
an average of fifty thousand volumes. 
Because of the large area of many can- 
tonments it has been found necessary to 
supplement the central libraries by scattering 
the distribution points. At the present time

one hundred and fifty hospitals and American 
Red Cross houses are supplied with books 
in this way. In these places it has been 
observed that the sicker a man is, the more 
consolation he demands that his reading mat- 
ter contain. When he is well he will read 
almost anything. 

It is that our soldiers and sailors may have 
a sufficient amount of good reading, as well 
as other comforts and necessities, that the 
Roll Call is asking the support of all Ameri- 
cans who are interested in the welfare of 
those who have fought for them.

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My Bible: Does It Pay to Read It?* 


By Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfel 


HANK God, modern methods for really 
helping our bodies when in trouble are 
redeeming medicine from the necromancer 
and the astrologer, and making the physician’s 
and surgeon’s life daily more satisfactory to 
his own soul. For the X-ray, the ophthalmo- 
scope and stethoscope, the electrocardiograph, 
the microscope, and a hundred other aids to 
accumulate knowledge—God be thanked! 
But there come times when these will not 
enable us to give either comfort or relief or 
healing; when they will not make the weak 
strong, or give sight to the blind, or power to 
the paralyzed limb. And these times come 
to every human being, just as surely as does 
sickness limited to the body. Therefore, of 
all God’s material gifts to me, the Bible is 
by far and away the most precious. I would 
let any man have all I have else, first, because 
it alone always offers what I can find nowhere 
else on earth. 

The wonder and the beauty of our Bible is 
that to every difficulty and every age it 
adapts its message; so that to rich and poor, 
in joy and sorrow, it always brings just what 
one needs when there is no other source of 
comfort for bereaved humanity. For neither 
dollars, nor foods—nor even dopes—can filter 
through our physical casement and satisfy 
our souls. 

Was there ever a time like now, when its 
brave, strong words of eternal and abiding 
helpfulness were so needed? It pays me, I 
know, a thousandfold to read it. 


A Man-in-the-Street Commentary 


This is my plan—please remember it is 
only mine—a very, very busy man’s, who 


‘reads for himself; and not the plan of a 
preacher or theologian who has time to dig 


into commentaries and compare original 
texts—my copy becomes what I must call 
“4  man-in-the-street commentary.” Not 
that I am for a moment discounting ‘‘the 
cloth,” but my own training and bent hap- 
pen to have been along scientific lines. 

My comments then are the thoughts of a 
plain surgeon who reads an English version 
which he can carry in his pocket, and who has 
to be satisfied with what the English words 
convey—who therefore buys the most mod- 
ern English text obtainable, caring nothing 


for dignity of expression, nothing for old Eng- 


lish, but just seeking the alkaloid from the 
drug; a man who is willing to trust the hon- 


esty of the translators, believing that they are

better fitted to put into modern language the 
real meaning of the old words than he is; and 
so is thankful. God knowsI surely am. For 
he has given me ten thousand things out of it. 

We do not make the reading of the Bible a 
fetish. We try to read a bit each day con- 
secutively, but we do not always succeed. 
The odd thing is that the day’s portion, begin- 
ning where we left off last, seems always to 
containa message. I presume it is because all 
the Scriptures are but parts of one sign-post, 
pointing first forward, and then back to the 
one Man who always lived right—i. e., the 
Christ. 

With Pencil in Hand 

Personally, I always read with a pencil in 
my hand. I find it keeps me looking for 
something worth writing down. I only inter- 
leave specially studied parts, especially when 
noting the thoughts I want to hand on to a 
Bible Class. The copy gets too big if you 
interleave much. 

I read mostly the four Gospels—they are 
the four glass panes of a lighthouse to me— 
but I like the Old Testament also, if it didn’t 
take up too much room for one’s pocket. 
When I have used up all the spare space with 
my notes I get a clean new copy. One comes 
to the Bible with a new attitude, I find, prac- 
tically every time, and old notes are like stale 
food—they clog the appetite and cramp the 
mind as with clothes one has grown out of. 
The old words want new watering, as it were, 
each time with the dew of new daily mercies, 
just fresh, if they are to live and give the new 
life each time. One comes then to the fa- 
miliar passages as if one had never seen them 
before—the kind of interest with which chil- 
dren come to these stories which they have 
never heard before—the daily portion comes 
like a new letter from the very last delivery; 
but most letters with all their special delivery 
stamps and joyful freshness are really only 
old truths in new lights. 


Helpful Thoughts 

Here is my last page of reading. A tele- 
gram had brought us overnight the news 
(utterly unexpected, as I had received a letter 
from him in the morning, had just been his 
guest, and he was to be ours next month) of 
the ‘‘peaceful passing” of a man I loved as a 
brother—and whose death meant infinite loss 
to my own life and work. We read, before 
resting, Paul’s brave words in Corinthians 15. 
But our eyes were dimmed all the same with 
scalding tears, and the night failed to bring 
the peace which is real rest. Our portion the 
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next day was Mark 5:20. My scrawls on the 
margin read this time as follows: (Had it been, 
say a message bringing me the news of 
the endowment of our hospital or of an 
orphan child, the line of thought and com- 
ment would obviously have been quite dif- 
ferent. ) 

Verse 20. ‘“‘The man began to tell all 
Jesus had done for him.” 

Mar. 5,1918. I find that he is carrying my 
trouble, as he has so often done, though I 
couldn’t see it last night. He surely has 
taken the sting from death, for there is none 
left. 

“Everyone was amazed.’’ So are we now 
again every time we look to him. 

Verse 21. ‘‘A great number of people 
gathered to meet him’’ No empty pews 
when he is really round. Because he is giving 
what they are looking for. 

Verse 22. ‘“‘As soon ashe saw Jesus, he 
threw himself at hisfeet.’’ Ofcourse. There 
are occasions when there is nowhere else to 
go. To “see him’’ yourself is the way to learn 
that. 

Verse 28. “I pray you, lay your hands on 
my little daughter that her life may be 
spared.” That is the real ordination which 
gives life and gives it back; ‘‘to know thee’’— 
and that is the time to be ordained also. 
Whatever death-bed conversions do bestow, 
they certainly do not give “‘life’’ on earth, or 
save those who are left behind from the sting 
of death. 

Verse 24. “So Jesus went with him.’’ Be- 
cause he was asked to go. Have you ever 
asked him? 

Verse 25-27. ‘‘A woman came and touched 
him. Many were pressing round him.” 
How many women in proportion came to Je- 
susin trouble. They do so still. Many of us 
press around, but don’t touch him. He gives 
a love potion, not a mathematical solution. 
Faith not science is the point of contact. 

Verse 28. “If I can only touch——. 
I can if she could, but it needs my determina- 
tion, my will, to do it. ‘‘At once the mis- 
chief was stopped.” The facts of experience 
are better than the philosophy of our proto- 
plasm. 


” 
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Verse 30. ‘‘He knew.” Splendid! 

Verse 31. It is actually touching, not 
“pressing round” which gives the trolley life. 
Even the apostles, however, found it hard to 
see the difference. Christ called that dif- 
ference ‘‘faith.”’ It only turns the switch on. 

Verses 32-33. ‘‘Knowing what had hap- 
pened to her.’’ That is the way to argue. 
No-“‘ology’’ can contravene that. “I was 
blind, now I see.’”’ (I don’t much care how it 
happened.) 

Verse 34. ‘‘Your faith has delivered you.” 
No denying that; but if the doctors could 
have done it for her, he would not have. He 
is responsible for hospitals. 
viz., that our faith in the resurrection does 
give us victory over the grave. 

Verses 35-36. It seems that the ‘‘ruler,”’ 
like a good many preachers, didn’t impress 
people with “his sure and certain faith, and 
positive message about death.” It’s a terri- 
ble time to have any doubts. Jesus was 
awfully sorry, for he saw the gleam of faith 
in the poor fellow’s soul. How get rid of 
them? Why, throw them out of the window. 

Verses 37-38. Fear and faith are the an- 
titheses. Confusion, weeping and death are 
the concomitants of the former. 

Verse 39. ‘‘She is not dead.” J know it. 
There is no death, but my brain, like these — 
people, tries to laugh at me. 

Verse 40. ‘“‘Taking his companions.” On- 
ly three fishermen, but Jesus needs companions 
—needs me! ! 

Verse 41. “J am. speaking. Get up.” 
Has there ever been an instance of a person 
to whom he spoke, not getting up. His call 
is a resurrection, and we know it. So we can 
if we ‘‘will.”’ 

Verse 42. “She stood up. They were 
overwhelmed with amazement.’’ Go and. 
amaze the world that way. There is no need 
to sorrow for those he calls, where and when 
he wants them. Our friend has left us—go 
you and fill his place. 

Verse 43. “Jesus said, ‘Don’t be talking — 
about it. Give her some food.’” It is 
really a natural result. Instead of chatter- 
ing, go and repeat it, and so give food and — 
strength to others.

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Notes and Comments 


STORY of the great French com- 

mander’s inspiring example fittingly 
finds space in the columns of the Recorp. The 
Los Angeles Times tells it as follows : 

A California boy—Evans by name—with the 
American Expeditionary Forces in France, has 
recently written a letter to his parents in 
San Bernardino, in which he tells of meeting 
General Foch at close range in France. 

Evans had gone into an old church to 
have a look at it, and as he stood there with 
bared head satisfying his respectful curiosity, 
a gray man, with the eagles of a general on 
the collar of his shabby uniform, also entered 
the church. 

Only one orderly accompanied the quiet, 
gray man. No glittering staff of officers, no 
entourage of gold-laced aids was with him; 
nobody but just the orderly. Evans paid 
small attention, at first, to the gray man, 
but was curious to see him kneel in the 
church, praying. The minutes passed until 
full three-quarters of an hour had gone by 
before the gray man arose from his knees. 
Then Evans followed him down the street, 
and was surprised to see soldiers salute this 
man in great excitement, and women and 
children stopping in their tracks with awe- 
struck faces as he passed. 

It was Foch. And now Evans of San 
Bernardino counts the experience as the 
greatest in his life. 

During that three-quarters of an hour 
that the generalissimo of all the Allied ar- 
mies was on his knees in humble supplica- 
tion in that quiet church, ten thousand guns 
were roaring at his word on a hundred hills 
that rocked with death. Millions of armed 
men crouched in trenches or rushed across 
blood-drenched earth at his command; gen- 
erals and field marshals, artillery, cavalry, 
engineers, tanks, fought and wrought across 
the map of Europe absolutely as he com- 
manded them to do, and in no other manner, 
as he went into that little church to pray. 

Nor was it an unusual thing for General 
Foch to do. There is no day that he does 
not do the same thing if there be a church 
that he can reach. He never fails to spend 
an hour on his knees every morning that he 
awakes from sleep, and every night it is the 
same. Moreover, it is not a new thing with 
him. He has done it his whole life.

One of the young men most helpful at 
the time of our Centennial in planning for

J. Wilder Tomlinson. He was gracious and 
charming and gifted with executive skill.

Dr. KrrxsripE sends us the following in 
a letter under date of Dec. 11th: 

“Under date of December 10th, among 
other things Colporteur G. A. Perkins writes 
as follows: 

““T got a special permit to go through the 
Fort Snelling (Minnesota) Hospital, Sunday. 
There were six hundred boys who had been 
overseas and about the same number that 
had not been across. The first two of the 
overseas boys to whom I spoke showed me 
the American Bible Society Army and Navy 
Testaments that they had hung on to through 
all their travels and fighting. Many others 
said that they had lost theirs.’ ”’ 


A. SpEcIAL decree by the government of 
the University of Montevideo, Uruguay, to its 
students, orders that the Bible take its place in. 
the programme of studies. 

This is perhaps the leading university of South 
America. The director of El Mundo Argentino of 
Buenos Ayres, Sefior Vigil, whose review has a circu- 
lation of 100,000 weekly, frequently urges the public 
to buy Gospels or New Testaments at the depository 
of the American Bible Society. Some eight hundred 
orders have been one result of this free advertising 
during the year past. 


AccORDING to an editorial in The Congrega- 
tionalist and Advance, for October 24th, a 
unique and interesting meeting was held in 
Ashford, Conn., by the Ashford Bible Asso- 
ciation. -‘‘The people assembled in goodly 
numbers from all parts of the town, with 
friends and visitors from other communities, 
under the stately trees in the spacious door- 
yard of a typical New England homestead at 
Ashford town. The early part of the day was 
spent in social interviews and a basket picnic, 
and local pastors and speakers from abroad 
made stirring addresses emphasizing the im-- 
portance of the Bible as a factor in promoting 
the highest welfare of mankind. Mr. Samuel 
W. Raymond, secretary of the Connecticut 
Bible Society, was among the number making 
addresses. A generous offering was made for — 
the purchase of copies of the New Testament 
to be sent to soldier boys. 


From the poem on ‘The Old Bible,” by 
“Edgar Page,’’ which is the pen name of the. 
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author of some of the most widely sung 
hymns in our language, we quote this verse: 


Old Bible that our fathers tried, 

By which our mothers lived and died; 
Their anchor when assailed by strife, 
Their comfort at the close of life, 

In it we found the narrow way; 

It leads us on each passing day. 

So, Lord, we now most surely will 
Believe, rely and trust it stili. 


The author, Mr. Edgar P. Stites, of Cape 
May, N. J., has been a secretary of one of the 
local auxiliary Bible societies for thirty-four 
years. 


THE Bible Society of Middletown, Conn., 
celebrated its one hundredth birthday on Sun- 
day, December 1, 1918. 

The service was a Community Service, held in 
the North Congregational Church. All of the 
local churches united in observing the anniver- 
sary. The Rev. William North Rice, D.D., a 
professor in Wesleyan University, and president 
of the society, presided and gave an interesting 
resume of the history of one hundred years. The 
list of the organizers includes names well known 
not only in the locality but throughout the nation 
one hundred years ago. Jonathan Barnes was the 
leader of the Middlesex County bar at the time. 
Jacob Sebor, Joseph W. Alsop, John B. Watkinson 
and Chauncey Whittlesey were other organizers well 
known locally. Of national reputation was Commo- 
dore Thomas McDonough, the hero of Lake Cham- 
plain, a naval officer who will always be remembered 
in American history. Another one of the organizers 
was Nehemiah Hubbard, well known in Washington 
and postmaster-general under one of the administra- 
tions of his time. 

The society was organized as an auxiliary of the 
American Bible Society and has been one of the 
most loyal of the auxiliaries. It has supplied with 
Bibles the Connecticut Hospital for the Insane, the 
Connecticut Industrial School for Girls; it supplied 
_the soldiers during the Civil War, furnishing Bibles 
for all the soldiers quartered in the vicinity. Dur- 
ing the present war it has furnished Bibles to the 
Middletown soldiers. It has’: made a canvass of 
Middletown fifteen times since its organization to 
see that every home in the town had a copy of the 
Bible. 

The present officers are: President, William North 
Rice; vice-presidents, George A. Craig, Professor 
Karl P. Harrington, the Rev. Dr. A Hazen, 
and Professor A. C. Armstrong; secretary, Professor 
J. W. Hewitt; treasurer, E. P. Augur. 

At the Centennial Anniversary the Rev. William I. 
Haven, D.D., Corresponding Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, spoke on ‘‘ The Bible in the War.” 


Tue First General Conference for the Evan- 
gelization of Russia, which met at the Moody 
Tabernacle in Chicago, last summer, prepared 
a conference message which says: ‘Russia has 
more than 182,000,000 inhabitants, the largest 

‘population of white people in the world.” 
“Adequate evangelism must embrace not only 
the 100,000,000 native Russians but also the 
6,000,000 Jews, the 20,000,000 Poles, the 30- 


000,000 Ukrainians, the 14,000,000 Moham-. 


-medans, also Armenians, Roumanians, Greeks, 
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Bulgarians, Servians, Croatians, Montenegrins 
and other related Slavonic people. Never have 
the true followers of Christ been confronted by 
a more important and alluring task.’”’ Among 
the plans outlined were the distribution of Bi- 
bles and evangelical literature to all the peo- 
ples of the Russian Empire. 

The American Bible Society has many 
times in its history assisted in the circulation 
of the Scriptures in Russia and has sent out 
of special funds and funds contributed by the 
World’s Sunday School Association hundreds 
of thousands of Russian Scriptures to Russian 
soldiers since the war began. It eagerly seeks 
the gifts of the American people that it may 
assist the other agencies at work in this stu- 
pendous task now opening before all Christian 
people. 

It is painful to note here the death of the 
Rev. Dr. Esselstyn, of the American Presby- 
terian Mission in Persia. Dr. Esselstyn used 
always to call at the Bible House in New York 
when he was in this country and en route to 
Persia. He circulated many Scriptures in 
Russia. 

The British and Foreign Bible Society is 
deeply concerned over the Rev. Dr. Kean and 
his wife and daughter, as well as other officers 
of their Agency at Petrograd, from whom for 
some weeks no word has been heard.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE seventh stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible 
Society in its one hundred and third year 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, 
New York, Thursday, November 7, 1918, at 
3.30 p.m., President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Frank P. Parkin, D.D., Agency Secretary 
of the Atlantic Agency, who read the ninth 
Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

The President mentioned the recent death 
of Mrs. Russell Sage, one of the largest bene- 
factors of the American Bible Society, and 
it was resolved that a suitable letter be sent 
to her brother. ; 

In recognition of the great war work being - 
done by the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety and the Bible Society of France, and the 
peculiarly intimate relations of the recent 
years, the following were elected Honorary Life 
Members of the American Bible Society: 

Mr. William Lamplough, Chairman; the 
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Rev. John H. Ritson, M.A., D.D., Secretary, 
the Rev. Arthur Taylor, M.A., until this 
year Secretary, and the Rev. Robert Kilgour, 
D.D., Editorial Superintendent—all of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society; and, 

The Rev. Ernest Bertrand, D.D., Secre- 
tary of the Bible Society of France. 

On motion, it was 

Resolved, That cables be sent to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, the National Bible 
Society of Scotland, and the Bible Society 
of France, offering the congratulations of the 
American Bible Society over the prospect of 
the early consummation of peace. 

The death of Mr. Fancher Nicoll on the 
battlefield in France having been recently 
announced, the Secretaries were requested to 
extend to the counsel of the Society, Mr. 
Harris, the sincere condolences of the Society 
over the serious loss, personal and official, 
in which the Society shares, Mr. Nicoll hav- 
ing taken special interest and part in legal 
service to the Society. 

The death of E. H. Sholl, M.D., of Alabama, 
Vice-President of the Bible Society, was an- 
nounced by Secretary Haven; and the Presi- 
dent appointed a committee consisting of 
J. Marshall Stuart and Dr. Haven to prepare 
suitable resolutions. 

President Wood announced that the em- 
ployees in the bindery had contributed an- 
other fifty dollars to the work of the Society, 
and by their request Corresponding Secre- 
tary Haven had been made a Life Member. 
He then presented Dr. Haven with a framed 
Life Membership Certificate. 

A memorial minute concerning Mr. James 
W. Pearsall, prepared by the Committee, 
was read by Secretary Haven and adopted 
as follows for record in the minutes and 
transmission to his family: 


JAMES W. PEARSALL. 


Mr. James Welch Pearsall, who had been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society since 1908, passed to his heavenly habita- 
tion on June 23, 1918. He had been in feeble health 
for several years, and suffered much in the later 
months. He died at his home in Ridgewood, N. J. 

Mr. Pearsall was born in New York City, October 
17, 1839, and received his education in the public 
schools. His early mercantile experience was gained 
in the produce business in this city. Later he was 
connected with the Domestic Sewing Machine Com- 
pany. About twenty years ago he developed an 
idea which so popularized the use of paper dress 
paren as to bring to him a large and profitable 

usiness, which eventually was consolidated with 
the Butterick Company. 

_ For richer for poorer, Mr. Pearsall was a Chris- 
tian and a churchman, always placing himself, his 
talent, and his property at the service of the Master 
whom he served in great humility and simplicity 
of faith. In his own denomination, Methodist 
Episcopal, he was a member of several General 


Conferences and of many administrative boards, 
including the Book Committee, which controls the 
important publishing interest known as The Metho- 
dist Book Concern. His gifts to religious education, 
hospitals, and other agencies were constant and 
liberal, and he devoted his time as freely as his 
means to the causes which lay so close to his heart. 
In personal intercourse he was affable, and strove 
by his words, acts and even by the grace of his 
manner to exemplify the faith which he professed. 

The Rev. Dr. R. E. Inglis reported, as 
representative of the American Bible So- 
ciety, on the centennial celebration of the 
Auburn Theological Seminary. 

Vice-President Churchill H. Cutting and 
Secretary William I. Haven were appointed 
representatives of the American Bible So- 
ciety at the Conference on Missionary Can- 
didates to be held in New York at 25 Madison 
Avenue, December 3rd and 4th. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved. 

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Foreign Agencies, and in view of the diffi- 
culty of communication between Cristobal 
and Venezuela, and of the regular steamship 
connections between Porto Rico and Venezue- 
la, the oversight of the work in Venezuela was 
transferred from the Panama Canal and Cen- 
tral America Agency to the West Indies 
Agency. 

The Rev. Mr. Beck, of Korea, having 
been on the field for seven years, was granted 
a furlough, to take effect in the spring of © 
1919. 

A special grant of five hundred Bibles was 
made through the Northwestern Agency for 
distribution among families in the region 
swept by fire in Minnesota, during October. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- — 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of October: 

To Panama Canal and Central America, 
3,608 volumes, valued at $395.47; to La Plata, 
3,902 volumes, valued at $905.53; to West 
Indies, 423 volumes, valued at $244.87; total, 
7,933 volumes, valued at $1,545.87. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of October were 245,337 volumes.
